But having been niado, 
Mini lliat l>.v a |U'rf;oii Avho jnay lie huii- 
jKiseil In kniiu- t^uniet liiii,:;' of tlie matter 
about wliieli lio .speaks, it s(-'i.'ms to 
•us that it would bo desirable in the 
ipublie interests that some information 
slioiiUi be fiirtlironiiiii: on tlic t^nbject. 
1'lie pnileelion el" its property from tire 
is of prime importiUlce to every civic 
commuuity. That such protection should 
bo as complete and effleient ns it can 
bo uiado -with tlie resonrees at tlieir 
■coininaiid, it> a responsibility that de- 
Tolvcfi on those who have the manage- 
ment of municipal affairs. Even with 
the most efllciont fire departments, tbe 
risk of loss of life and property 
by ifiro is considerablo onon^'h, as the 
disastrous recent conllngratious in Bal- 
timore, Rochester and Toronto — not to 
mention come lesser bnt still important 
■llre.s — plainly sliow. We fancy that a 
■larj:o pro|i<irtion of onr citizens have 
been under tlio oonifortuble conviction 
that the city's •protection from fire, on 
•far as an effleient fire department could 
ciitJliro it, 'Avas in ;i fairly :.;ood position. 
Kilt the.se erilieisiiis by a [lerson who 
was at onu time at the bead of- the 
department aud who may be supposed 
to have kept himself informed as to 
the situation, will doubtless cauf-o soiiie 
uneasiue-wi to many property owners 
and make them solicitous that some in- 
formation on the subject should be af- 
forded from reliable and responsible 
quarters. 

■ 'While economy is necessary in every 
civic department, that does not imply 
that efficiency .should be sacriticed to 
the desire to keep down as low as 
liossiblo every item p£ the civic oxpi'n- 
diture. Tliat course, indeed, would lie 
'far from being ecoiioniy. '!"he Firo ])e- 
, liartment is a branch ef the civic ad- 
.■ 'ministration that, if nut ellicieiit. ic 
■practically' of little or no valno. It is 
'diflCoront from other dcpartnientis, siiici', 
instead of haviiiK' a mere similar round 
lot duticf: on every day of the year, it 
•has to l>e jirepared for sudden emer^'eii- 
(•ies ill wliieli etlicieiicy means every 
tliiii,:.-. Ilan our h'ire nepartiiient been 
'kept up to tho stand.ird or has it not? 



no. not one twentieth, tho purchasing 
power of tho people of the United 
iStates. Tho ipcopio of Canada are not 
at all anxious to go iuto this subject 
at tho ipresent time; thoy are not anx- 
ious to go iuto it at any time unless 
thcy can got not only an advantage 
by tiio bargain hut a very great ad- 
vantage." Tho remark by 3Ir. Curtis 
al^out "our., purchasing power is rather 
unkind, ' since it is scarcely borne out 
by a table printed by him, showing 
that, even with tho iireficnt fiscal ar- 
rangemcuts, Canadians buy more than 
twice as much from tho United Slates 
than tho people of that country buy 
from Canada, lint l\[r. Curtis is shrewd 
enough in one way, as lie does not see 
any i-easou wliy, as tho United States 
is selling so nnicli more to Canada tliaii 
tlKi't country is buying from iis, any 
change should be made that might re- 
sult in a more equal divisiou of the 
international trade. Going back to tho 
Jteciproeity Treaty of lS5i, Curtis 
points out that Canadian exports to the 
United 'States increased aud the im- 
ports from the 'Dnited States into Can- 
ada decreased, and. it is possible that a 
.similar result might folloiw another re- 
ciprocity arraiigenu'iit. lie thinks, lliere- 
fore, that it will be best to let things 
remain OS they aw. We are, inclined 
to 'think that many iCauadiaius' will 
agroo with him as Canada is getting 
along very well. AVe have developed 
a groat cxiport trade with tho United 
Kingdom, aud, with the settlement of 
our iuiineuse ffdrthwest territory, wc 
fully expert to secure the larger ixir- 
lion of the export wheal trade from 
this ('oiitiiieiii to Greai I'.ritaiii. At 
tlie s;ime time the prerei'intial treat- 
ment aeiMirded to JSrilisli iiiaiiufacl ll^e^ 
has had an excellent result in favorinj; 
imports from Great Britain. There is, 
therefore, no reason for ICanadians to 
worry because oar iiei^'liliors choose 
aiiaintain a Ji^^eal sy.slem tli.-ii preve 
onr buying more I'roni them than we 
do at ii)resent. But Air. Curtis, whih 
he seems to despise the purehasiu; 
power <if Canadians, must not bo siir 
prised if they should eoiue to think that 
a little anoro protection to Canadian . in- 
dustries against American competition 
might be in the best interests of tin 
Dominion. 'Canada in 1".H,I-1 is not tlit 
name country thai it was in IS,")!. In 
the ilifty years tliiit have ohuised since 
the -latter date 'we have made great 
strides' in the development of our re- 
sonrci'S. We are no ioiiger contont to 
siipidy the raw materials to our neigh- 
bors aud thou to buy back from thein 
the articles produced from them at 
their own ifigures. Mr. iCurtis may rest 
assured that in any futni^o ri.'cii>rocal 
arraugeiiient, the Canadians, whose 
linaucial resources he alTects to despise, 
•will not be content -with the admission 
of their raw materials iuto the Uuitcd 
States ill exchange for the admission of 
American mamifactiires iiit'i Canada. 
We shall rctjuiro an etiuality in the 
treatment of the iproductions of the two 
countries. Perlmps, Mr. Curtis will per- 
mit ns to hint that it is more imp<irlaiit; 
for his countrymen to have frei'r ai-eesH 
to our raw nuitoiials ihiiu it is for us 
to get American mauufaotures. That 
situation will become more i)ronoutice<l 
as time goes on. In the meant iaie 
Camilla will jog along very comforlahly. 
It is true tliat we have not so many 
! millions of such a liel ;'rogeue(^us popu- 
lation as ihe riiittd States has. Nor 
do wi- think that the history of that 
country during' recent years will make 
Its anxious that our numbers should 
be iiH-reaseil in the nianiior in which 
our nri-hbors have addeil l<j their jiopu- 
latiou. Certaiuly the people of Canada, 
on tho whole, are better off than those 
across the Boundary, and the future of 
the nominion seems assured, even if no 
reciproeity treaty with the United 
Stato.s should be made.
